.the source of considerable annoyance 


1 to th» executive and to tho war-de- 


partment. 'No state of war 
exists 


betwean th« two countries; no inaug- 
uration of hostilities Is contemplated 
by this government; no preparation 
for war is being made. It is not be- 
lieved by the president, nor by the 
secretary of state, that any occasion 
.for the employment of troops on tho 
Isthmus is likely to arise. They have 
used their utmost efforts to convince 
General,Reyes and the Bogota offi- 
.cials of the friendly intentions of this 
•government toward Colombia, and of 


(their readiness 
to. use 
their good 


offices in the settlement of any qu 
•tlons in dispute between 
Colo-mbia 


and Panama. It is difficult for them 
.to believe that 
the authorities in 


Bogota, can be so• "blinded by passion 
and prejudice 
as to 
declare 
war 


against us; and even if this ruinous 
step should be taken by Colombia, 
this government would be in no haste 
•to respond to her 
challenge. • Th*

rwQilch the Colombian government i: 
alone responsible and of which it WAS 
•fully forewarned.

mittee.; .Twenty-nine votes were'cast 
for the exposition city on tho second 
ballot. 
The first ballot resulted: 


New York, G( St Louis, 23j Chica- 
go, 27. 
, Tho committee fixed July 0 as the 
time for holding the. democratic na- 
tional convention. 


The sessions of tho committee were 


held art.tho Shoreham. 


The committee .was called to .order 


by Chairman James K. Jones, of Ar- 
kansas, promptly at 12 o'clock. 
As 


tho members took their seats in ,the 
.ball-room they faced a raised plat- 
form at one'end, back of which wits 
an elalboratft festoon of flags surr 
rounding a larg* portrait of Andrew 
Jackson. 
; Before the session began every 
chair in the room was filled. Chair- 
man Jones' first words, however, 
cleared the hn.ll of all but members 
of the committee. He announced that 
the rule of the national 
committee 


had always been to hold its meetings 
in executive session, and directed the 
sergeant at arms to clear the room. 


', Among those present with proxies 
were Senator Gorman for Delaware, 
Senator Dubc-ls.for Idaho, Represen- 
tative Lind for Minnesota and Joseph 
Ohl for Georgia. 
' At 1:30 the committee took a recess 
until 3 o'clock, when the various 
cities which were applicants lor the 
convention were given thirty min- 
utes each to present their claims. 
This included 
New York, Chicago 


and St. Louis. 


Judge Goodrich, 
of Chicago, ten- 


dered the invitation of Chicago and 
concluded a long and forcible argu- 
ment with (he reminder that the last 
two times the democratic party had 
elected a president his nomination 
wns effected in Chicago. 


Tho New York claim 
\Wfts pre- 


sented by former Mayor Uobert A. 
Vnn Wyck, who submitted a state- 
ment signed by himself, John Fox, 
B-obert B. Roosevelt, Daniel 0'Di.-y, 
Randolph Guggenheimex and John 
P. O'Kourke, as a committee of tho 
democratic 
club.

said in part:

Inky Blackness of Midnight Enfolds 


City—Smoke and Atmospheric 


Conditions the Cause. 


Chicago, 'Jan. 
12.'—Hundreds of 


pnssengera on iii-coming trains here 
today were 
startlfd 
by a sudden 


plunge into', midnight darkness. The 
traueition from broad daylight ssem- 
ed immediate and complete, as if the 
iiioh was intd a tunnel .under a moun- 
tain. The blackness extended in a 
circle 'from., the center of .the city, 
-the radius being a distance of several 
miles. The duration ' was over an 
hour. 
Unu&ual atmospheric 
condi- 


tions, aggravated by smoke, 
were 


generally accepted as the'cause; 


Tho phenomenon, was accompanied 


by a fall of snow, while a pall of im- 
penetrable appearing sable cloud en- 
veloped nil thoroughfares nnd build- 
ings. 
Street car and wftpcm traffic 


was considerably 
hampered. Even 


greater difficulty was .encountered by 
the throngs of pedestrians who. strug- 
gled as best they could along the 
slippery walks, in the. absence ol 
street lamps.

WILL NOT APPEAL CASE 


Sentence Bars Him from Ever 


Again Holding a Fed- 


eral Office. 


New York, Jan, 12.—Ex-Congress- 


man Edmund K, Driggs, of Brook- 
lyn, was today sentenced to impris- 
onment of one day in Raymond street 
jail and to a fine or $10,000. Drigga 
was convicted 
of accepting moriej, 


while a congressman-elect for secur- 
ing a government contract for the 
purchase of automatic cashiers from 
the Brandt-Dent 
company for the 


ppstoffice department. There will bo 
no appeal. 


The 'statute under which Driggs 


was convicted, section 1782 of the re- 
vised statutes, provides that any 
member of congress, who, between 
the time of his election and the ex- 
piration of his term of office, accepts 
compensation for procuring a contract 
aotween. tlie1 United States and a cor- 
poration or private party, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor; 
The maximum 


Derialty for the crime is two years in 
irison and $10,000 fine. 


Driggs' fine was paid immediately 


if ter sentence was pronounced,, Mr. 
Driggs and (his attorney saying that 
Jiey endorsed the statement ,by tho 
court that an honorable man would 
iave no desire to retain moneys se- 
lured under 
such circumstances. 


Driggs was not taken'to the jail di- 
rectly. He does not lose Ills citizen- 
ship by tho conviction, but cannot 
lold office again In the federal gov- 
ernment.

Miami, Fla., Jan. 11.—General John 


B. Gordon, last lieutenant general ,of 
the lost cause, died at his plantation, 
near here, at 10:05 Saturday night, 
after several days of severe illness. 


Like Hampton and others, General 


Gordon raised a cavalry regiment at 
the outbreak of the war. It was not 
accepted, because it could not be 
armed. 
He then raised a company 


of infantry and with it went to tho 
front. 


Gordon soon showed liis mettle. At 


the battle of Spottsylvania Court 
House, when Hancock had driven 
an angle of the confederate lines, he 
seined the bridle rein of General Rob- 
ert B. Lee just as the brave com- 
mander was himself about to lead n 
counter charge and said: 


"General Lee, this is no place for 


you. 
Go to tho rear.". 


The project that had been in Lee's 


mind was abandoned. Gordon led the 
charge and checked the union 
ad- 


vance. 


General Gordon was in tho thick o£ 


tho fight at Antietam, and continued 
to cheer his men after being wounded 
three times and weakened ,by loss of 
blood. Finally a bullet struck him in 
th'o chest and lie fell and was carried 
from the fleld. 


General Gordon was graduated from 


the university of Georgia in 1852 at 
tho head of his class and then en- 
gaged in coal mining until -the war 
broke out. 


As commander of the Confederate 


Second Army corps ho was the first 
to attack at Gettysburg, and ho hold 
tho last lino at Petersburg, fighting 
with stubborn valor for every inch 
of apace. Yet he had not Kid a parti- 
cle of military training, and when Uio 
war closed was only 30 years of age. 
Slnco then he was twice governor of 
his state nnd twice a member of the 
federal senate, and in both positions 
did staunch work for his people. Ho 
had been the commanding general of 
the confederate veterans since their 
organization. Ho was tho last sur- 
vivor of the lieutenant generals of the 
confederacy. 
Since his retirement 


from public life General Gordon had 
resided either at his plantation near 
Reynolds, Go., or at his homo near 
Atlanta.
